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RAYMOND COMSTOCK, Investigator, District Attorney’s 
Office, advised that DEAN ANDREWS, attorney-at-law, had 
contacted him, attempting to identify CLAY BERTRAND. COMSTOCK 
advised he was familiar with a number of homosexuals in the 
New Orleans French Quarter but has been unable to identify 
this individual. ' 
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Comparison of copies of the same report from three different files 
shows that where the Conmission Intended to print a copy me part of 
its prosecution-like case, it found a clear one. Often those document# 
inconsistent with the Commission’ s conclusions ere partly or entirely 
illegible.
